Why Unsatisfied ? 


Men love to praise their vices and make virtues 
of them. For men hate to admit that sins are sins, 
and that there are virtues to which we human beings, 
of ourselves, are helplessly and hopelessly unable to 
attain. Yet facts are facts, and blinding our eyes to. 
them does not change them or-do away with them. 
For example, it is wrong to be discontented and un- 
satisfied; contentment and satisfaction are simple 
duties. But because fallen, sinful human nature knows 
nothing but chronic discontent and dissatisfaction, men 
decide to make virtues of these and pride themselves 
upon them. In the program of a recent Young Peo- 
ple’s Conference, which was dominated by Modernism 
and included a condescending approval of “Jesus” (not, 
of course, calling him Lord) by saying that “the col- 
lective experience of the race is eloquent in testifying 
to the adequacy of his leadership,” is a bit of verse 
from a modern Jewish radical, with the lines: 


Ever insurgent let me be. . . 
From sleek contentment keep me free, 
And fill me with a buoyant doubt... 
And when at last the fight is won, 

God, keep me still unsatisfied. 
These lines doubtless appealed to those attending that 
conference, as they appeal to most thoughtless people 
who have not listened to God and accepted his reye- 
lation. Of course, we ought never to be contented with 
ourselves ; always we should be unsatisfied and dissat- 
isfied with ourselves and with all merely human attain- 
ment. But the duty and privilege of contentment and 
satisfaction are gloriously set forth in the Scriptures, 
not only for the future but for this present life also. 
The secret of this experience is to recognize ourselves 
and all men as impotent and lost sinners, and our only 
hope Christ as Saviour and the entire sufficiency of 
his grace. Then we can say with Paul: “I have 
learned, in whatsoever state I am, therewith to be 
content” (Phil, 4:11). Looking away from ourselves, 
and from all our fellow men and from all the world, 
unto Jesus, we find that “he satisfieth the longing soul” 
(Psa. 107:9). The Word of God is filled with pas- 
sages pledging himself to satisfy us and keep us satis- 
fied-moment by moment here in this present life, and 
then to satisfy us in a new way in the life to come.- 


But only on condition that we, as convicted and con- 
fessed sinners, accept his pardon and salvation. It is 
the Psalm that praises the God “who forgiveth all 
thine iniquities” which also praises him “who satis- 
fieth thy mouth with good things” (Psa. ro3). Anda 
new and as yet wnknowable satisfaction awaits us 
when the Lord comes for us or when we go to him, 
for then “I shall be satisfied, when I awake, with thy 
likeness” (Psa, 1749),

- with them as he deals with our sins — by taking them 


upon himself, He bids us cast all our care upon him. 
That is the open secret of peace, the open secret of 
complete and continuous yictory over this cruel enemy. 
When we cast all our sins upon Christ, there is no 


- sin upon us, and so we enjoy pardon; when we cast 


all our care upon Christ, there is no care upon us, and 
so we enjoy peace. If we keep the cares we cannot 
have the peace; if we cast the cares we cannot help 
having the peace.” Have you made this wonderful 
exchange? 


Laid Aside 


We would seldom, perhaps never, choose to be 
laid aside from our usual activities. Fortunately God 
does not consult our wishes, so he lets illness come, 
or some other “circumstance beyond control,” and we 
have no choice in the matter. And thereby may come 
into our life some of the greatest blessings we could 
ever know. 


“On earth they say, laid aside by illness. 
In Heaven they say, laid aside for stillness.” 


Illness may be our Lord’s word to us, “Come ye your- 
selves apart into a desert place, and rest a while” 
(Mark 6:31). Over and over again throughout the 
Scriptures we learn that stillness is a secret blessing, 
of fellowship with God, of strength, power, success. 
When my Shepherd “leadeth me beside the still 
waters,” I can hear him saying, “Be still, and know 
that I am God.” We are so prone to think that our 
own restless action, or the action of human helpers, 
is the thing most needed; Israel made that mistake 
and sent to Egypt for her assistance; and God had to 
say some severe things. “Woe to the rebellious chil- 
dren, saith the Lord, that take counsel, but not of me. 
. .» Therefore shall the strength of Pharaoh be your 
shame, and the trust in the shadow of Egypt your con- 
fusion. . . . For the Egyptians shalt help in vain, and 
to no purpose: therefore have I cried concerning this, 
Their strength is to sit still” (Isa. 30:1-7). Later 
in the same chapter came the pleading word from God: 
“For thus saith the Lord God, the Holy One of Israel; 
In returning and rest shall ye be saved; in qui 

and in confidence shall be your strength.” That verse 
has a sad ending — “and ye would not.” Let us not 
make it necessary for our Lord to say that of us, but 
let us welcome our privilege in being laid aside that 
we may know indeed that he is God, and that his 
strength is made perfect in our weakness. 


Clean Feet and Lost Souls 


HETHER Judas was present at the first 

Lord’s Supper is a question much discussed. 

If Luke’s account in his twenty-second chapter 
is strictly. chronological it would indicate Judas’ pres- 
ence when the Supper was instituted, but from the 
other Gospel accounts one may reasonably deduce that 
Judas had withdrawn from the room between the 
last Passover and the first Supper. But’ it is certain 
that Judas was present during the feet-washing, and 
that our Lord washed Judas’ feet among the others. 
This fact is most significant, and from it we have a 
most important and needed teaching. 

Only recently we have had the thirteenth chapter 
of John before us in the International Uniform Les- 
son series; let us look at the narrative again. It is 
not difficult to picture this Oriental scene. The thir- 
teen men had come from the street to the upper room. 
They did not wear shoes and socks as we do, but only 
sandals, protecting the sole of the foot but leaving 
the rest exposed to the defilement of the way. Had 
there been a host to receive them he would have pro- 
vided as was customary for the cleansing of his guests’ 
feet and the care of their sandals during their stay in 
his house. But there was no host. The room had 
merely been engaged by the Lord and his disciples for 
the evening. -Therefore as they reclined (not sat) 
at table, their soiled feet, forming a cifcle around it, 
would be prominent. Yet none of the twelve men who 
were disciples volunteered to wash the others’ feet. 
The whole scené was doubtless arranged by’ our Lord 
in order to teach the lessons he had for those with 
him, and for us. 

As our Lord took upon himself this lowly task, 
Simon Peter objected, and the Lord said, “What I 
do thou knowest not now; but thou shalt know here- 
after.” Here is the key to the doctrine of the incident. 
The meaning was for the time hidden beneath the 
surface, to be uncovered and explained later on (cf. 
John 16: 12-14). 

When Peter still objected, saying, “Thou shalt never 
wash my feet,” the Lord warned him that unless he 


submitted there could be no partnership between them. 
Then Peter, still failing to apprehend, cried out, 
naturally enough, “Lord, not my feet only, but also 
my hands and my head.” 

Let us now carefully observe our Lord’s reply: “He 
that is bathed needeth not save to wash his feet, but 
is clean every whit.” 

That is clear enough. They had had their usual 
daily bath, and now since only their feet were soiled 
there was no need of another bath, but only that their 
feet should be cleansed. 

But read on: 

“And ye are clean, but not all.” 

The exception was Judas. “For he knew who 
should betray him; therefore said he, Ye are not 
all clean.” 

The exception, then, was Judas. 

But does this mean that Judas’ body was less clean 
than those of the others? 

No, the meaning is deeper than that. The other 
eleven men had been bathed in another sense, and 
Judas had not. The explanation is in Titus 3:5: 
“Not by works of righteousness which we have done, 
but according to his mercy he saved us, by the wash- 
ing [the laver, the bath] of regeneration, and renew- 
ing of the Holy Ghost.” 

This bath of regeneration was what Judas lacked, 
and no matter how often or how thoroughly his feet 
might be washed, he could never in that way be made 
“clean every whit.” 

Just here lies the failure of every so-called social 
Gospel and reformatory method which falls short of 
presenting the necessity that men shall be born again 
before any real help can come that will endure. The 
Lord Jesus was not indulging in a mere figure of 
speech when he told the religious Nicodemus, “Ye 
must be born again.” What is the use of going on 
washing men’s feet when what they need is the bath 
of regeneration? 

It is true that we may in this way in a measure 
cleanse their walk, but they are still in the way of 
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which, though it seemeth right unto a man, the end 
is the way of death, 

But, some one may object, are we not distinctly 
commanded to wash one another’s feet? 

Yes, we are, and this means far more than literally 
to wash one another’s feet in a public ceremony. It 
means for Christians, those who have had the bath, 
to help each other by cleansing each other’s walk when 
it has become defiled (cf. Gal. 6:1, 2). And it cer- 
tainly has nothing to do with washing the feet or 
cleansing the walk of the unsaved. Let them first be 
saved; let them get the bath they need, and then we 
may look after their walk, 

Dr. Thomas M. Chalmers, head of the New York 
Jewish Evangelization Society, was asked by Henry 
Goddard Leach, editor of The Forum, for his opinion 
of the need for municipal reform in New York City, 
and, if he thought such reform was needed, how he 
proposed to go about it. “Do you believe,” the editor 
asked, “public sentiment against the crooked politician 
can ever grow strong enougn to bring about a con- 
certed uprising against him? Norman Thomas is 
skeptical. ‘What we need,” he says, ‘is a new social 
order.” Have you another remedy?” Here is Dr. 
Chalmers’ answer, as it appeared later in The Jewish 
Missionary Magazine, of which he is editor; it .is well 
worth reading and careful study: 

“There can be no question of the dire need for munic- 
ipal cleansing in our city. This need exists in prac- 
tically all our larger cities and many smaller ones. 
America seems honeycombed with civic rottenness. 

“All honest citizens should aid our upright officials 
in uncovering and destroying whatever. corruption may 
exist. The guilty should find no favor from any 
decent citizen. Whoever seeks to thwart such efforts 
to renew the righteous life of our city as Judge Sea- 
bury has undertaken makes it evident that he himself 
is guilty of crime or corruption, or is friendly through 
social life or politics with the criminal class. 

“No concerted uprising will ever purify our civic 
life. Something may be done to stay the course of 
corruption, but in the long run it will break forth 
again and again. No remedy by réform can ever 
be adequate or permanent. 

“Norman Thomas is right. We need a new social 
order, but neither monarchy nor democracy nor social- 
ism can introduce it. The attempts of six thousand 
years demonstrate the utter impotence of government 
by sinful men to secure justice and freedom from crime. 
In all past ages God has been testing men to show 
what they can and cannot do. Every possible form 
of government has been tried. All reveal utter inca- 
pacity for just dealing with human problems. The 
least corrupt of governments has found it impossible 
to control the evil propensities of its subjects. Human 
government cannot establish justice between people 
whose evil natures it cannot change. We should rec- 
ognize this portentous fact that the human race is 
the subject of a conflict for its control by two opposed 
powers, God and Satan. Even where Christianity 
has placed a restraint on sin and crime, Satan, the 
great enemy of God and man, seeks there, and espe- 
cially there, to frustrate the will of God. This is the 
chief reason why crime so abounds in so-called Chris- 
tian lands. Where God and good men are seeking 
to win men to righteousness the conflict between 
good and evil will be fiercest, for Satan will have no 
victory of Christ anywhere. 

“How can this social order, embodying justice, 
peace, and contentment, be introduced? What our 
city needs and what the world needs is competent gov- 
ernment. A competent government should do three 
things: remove Satan out of the way, change the 
natures of its people, and secure justice. With these 
three in force there will be no call for such efforts 
as men are now making in New York and Chicago. 

“How shall such competent government arise? 
There is but one hope. God sent his Son to die to 
take away sin. Jesus Christ was born into the world 
as a King. He is coming back again to establish his 
kingdom on earth. This King, all-wise and all-com- 
petent, will imprison our great enemy in the bottom- 
less pit. He will change the natures of his people, 
so that they will love God and men. And he will 
establish universal justice and peace. After Arma- 
geddon, the last terrible struggle of the nations, there 
will never be any more war. 

“What men need therefore above all else is not 
Reform but Regeneration. When the true King comes 
he will give the wills of men a bent toward God and 
not toward evil. The real trouble with the world 
is sin. It was the bane of the philosophers. It de- 
stroyed the ancient world and it darkens and blackens 
the lives of men today. It poisons all social and 
national relations. The return of the King will ban- 
ish the evils of life growing out of sin. If men were 
as eager for his return as they are for their puny 
reforms, they would soon see a brighter day. Can 
you think God is satisfied with the lives of men as 
they are today? No, but he is letting the universe 
see what sin is as displayed on this planet; then he will 
send his Son to reign in love and wisdom and power. 

“In spite of all denial and contradiction the King 
will come. All signs in the world indicate his early 
return, Satan will strive with all his fierce enmity 
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and cunning to hinder his coming and to retain his 
own dominion. Scripture reveals a final gigantic con- 
flict, the nearing Armageddon. The nations are even 
now setting the stage for this conflict. The Roman 
Empire is reviving on the one side. The titanic Russo- 
Teutonic Mongolian combination is coming into being 
on the other. At the end of their struggle on the soil 
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of Palestine (Ezek. 38; Rev. 19), the King will ap- 
pear and judge his enemies, and earth will enter on a 
thousand years of justice and peace.” 


Well said, Dr. Chalmers! And there is constant 
need that this thing should be said and shouted from 
the housetops: “Reformation without regeneration can 
lead only to damnation!” 





Must We Repent to Be Saved? 


On page 107 of the Trmes of February 20 is the 


following question and answer: “How does one 
become a Christian?” ‘“God’s Word replies with 
just one word, — ‘Believe!’”” What right has anyone 


to ignore repentance as a condition of salvation, when 
God’s Word so plainly teaches it as such? 

Some teachers do not explain that when we believe 
on Christ as our Saviour, we must take him as a 
Saviour from sin. They may understand this, but 
they do not explain it to those to whom they speak or 
write. Neither do they explain that there is a living 
faith, and also a dead faith which cannot save;-and 
that a living faith produces works — obedience to 
Christ. This, of course, is what repentance does, but 
not only the word, but the whole idea is omitted from 
the teaching of many.—A Virginia reader. 


This Bible student is right about the vital neces- 
sity of repentance, and of a faith that evidences itself 
in works. No ene can be saved without repentance. 
But no one can “believe,” in the Bible sense of that 
term, without repentance. Only lost sinners are can- 
didates for salvation (Mark 2:17), and only those 
who repent are candidates for saving faith. 

Some of those who stress faith as the one condition 
of salvation (perhaps over-stressing it, or stressing it 
in a mistaken or unbalanced way) have done so with 
the thought of guarding against requiring a repent- 
ance that may really be a form of works. There are 
troubled souls who are seeking to repent in the right 
way in order to make themselves acceptable for salva- 
tion. Others may be led to believe that the earnestness 
and depth of their repentance has saving virtue in it. 

Nevertheless, apart from these misconceptions of 
repentance, the clear message of the New Testament 
is to repent and believe. In his message to the Ephe- 
sian elders Paul declares that his ministry was to 
testify both to the Jews and also to the Gentiles “re- 
pentance toward God, and faith toward our Lord Jesus 
Christ” (Acts 20:21). Felix trembled as Paul rea- 
soned to him of righteousness, self-control, and judg- 
ment to come (Acts 24:25). Paul’s preaching to 
Felix, as to other Gentiles, was to lead him to a con- 
viction of sin and repentance. 

In the Sunday-school lesson in this issue, “Judah 
the True Brother,” we see the vital importance and 
necessity of repentance. Joseph may have seemed to 
be harsh, stern, even cruel with his brothers in the 
repeated experiences he pat them through; but he 
did this in order to bring them to that complete re- 
pentance without which there could be no true fel- 
lowship between the brothers and Joseph. President 
McQuilkin brings this out in his leading lesson article 
in this issue. 

Yet it is also true that in order to be saved there 
is but one condition, faith. “He that believeth on him 
is: not condemned” (John 3:18). “He that believeth 
on the Son hath everlasting life” (John. 3: 36). What 
are we to believe? That the Lord Jesus Christ was 
lifted up to die in our place on the cross as a sac- 
rifice for our sins. Can one believe this, and accept 
Christ as Saviour, without repenting of those sins 
that nailed Christ to the cross? 

The New Testament word for believe includes three 
elements. There is first the intellectual element. We 
must be convinced of the fact that Jesus Christ the 
Son of God is the Saviour who died for us on the 
cross, and that we as lost sinners need that atonement. 
To believe this with our mind is not sufficient. . Cer- 
tain Jews believed in Christ when they saw evidence 
of his miracles, but it is written that Jesus “did not 
commit himself unto them” (John 2:24). There is 
a second element needed, personal conviction: a real- 


ization that I am the sinner for whom Christ died,. 


and that I repent of my sins and hate them. I may 
believe the fact that there is a fire. If I discover that 
it is my own house that is on fire, the fact becomes a 
personal one and leads to very different emotions. But 
one may be convinced and convicted, and yet may not 
have saving faith, There must be a personal com- 
mittal, a receiving of the Lord Jesus Christ. This 
is the completion of the faith, a definite acceptance, 
thanking God that I have eternal life, on the testi- 
mony of his Word. 

It is terribly possible to say we believe, and yet not 
to believe; if a man says he has faith, but has not 
works, can that faith save him? (Jas. 2:14.) The 
answer is “No,” because it is not faith. He is just 
saying that he has faith. But there are many trem- 





bling souls that need to realize that faith is a very 
simple matter. If there is on their part a real con- 
viction that they are lost sinners, an acceptance of 
God’s testimony concerning their sinful condition, then 
there needs to be a simple acceptance of God’s Word 
that he that believeth hath eternal life. There follows 
the new birth, the Holy Spirit is dwelling in the heart, 
and the works will follow. 

Our danger in this vital matter of salvation is, on 
the one hand, to lean toward: salvation by works, mak- 
ing even our repentance and faith a form of works; or, 
on the other hand, to substitute a mere assent of mind 
for the acceptance of the tremendous fact that God 
poured out his life for us on the cross. In this, as 
in all things, God’s Word gives the balanced view.

Is the American Translation 
of the Bible Dependable? 


Have been taking THe Sunpay Scuoor * Times 
since last spring and. enjoy every bit of it every 
week. Am enclosing a clipping which I would: be 
pleased to have you answer if you will. On the face 
of it the book looks dangerous to me, but would 
appreciate your comments.—An Iowa reader. 


The clipping enclosed with this letter is a review 
‘of the new “American Translation” of the Bible. 
Other readers have written similar inquiries; thus 
concerning the New Testament portion: 


Is the Goodspeed Bible a worthy translation of the 
Scriptures, and a desirable volume? I have been 
aor of it because of its source—An Idaho 
reader. 


Reviews of the new American Translation of the 
Bible giving entirely different estimates have been ap- 
pearing in both the religious and the secular papers. 
The Presbyterian Magazine, in a review signed by its 
editor Dr. Hanzsche, calls “this monumental work 
of scholarship one of the great modern contributions 
to intelligent Christianity.” And the reviewer quotes 
with approval the new translation (which is not a 


- translation but a perversion) of the inspired Word 


in Philippians 2:12, “Work out your own salvation 
with fear and trembling.” The American Translation 
says: “With reverence and awe make every effort 
to insure your salvation.” This would make salva- 
tion a result of our own efforts and good works, which 
the Scriptures show it can never be; the original state- 
ment instead carries the meaning that we are to out- 
work, or express, with fear and trembling, the salva- 
tion that we have received by faith. 

The new translation makes a question of what God 
declares is a fact. The precious promise in Isaiah 
1: 18, reading, 


Come now, and let us reason together, saith 
the Lord: though your sins be as scarlet, they 
shall be as white as snow; though they be red 
like crimson, they shall be as wool — 


has been made to read, in the American Translation, 
as a question with no answer: 


If your sins be like scarlet, Can they become 
white as snow? If they be red like crimson, Can 
they become as wool? 


Not only in many misrepresentations of the God- 
breathed truths, but in literary form also the new 
translation is lamentably inferior. Contrast the new 
with the old in the passage in Ephesians 5:14. The 
King James Version reads: 


Awake thou that: sleepest, and arise from the 
dead, and Christ shall give thee light. 


The American Translation reads: 


Wake up, sleeper! 
Rise from the dead, 
And Christ will dawn upon you! 


In order that readers may have fuller evidence of 
the character of this new and strange form of apostasy 
that has come into the professing Church of Christ, 
the leading editorial in an early issue of THE SUNDAY

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The Challenge of the World Crisis 


As statesmen are beginning to cast aside false optimism 
and admit their helplessness

HAT blessed hope and glorious expectancy 
begins to shine with a new brightness now, 
against this growing world darkness. 

The weakness of the League of Nations in face of 
the recent war in the Orient betokens the nearer ap- 
proach of the Prince of Peace. Will the conflict 
between Japan and China eventually be enlarged by 


the entry of Russia; was the fighting of recent months - 


the first rumbling of a mighty struggle in which the 
Asiatic peoples will war among themselves for mas- 
tery? Will this be followed by a union among them 
which the Russians, and perhaps some others, might 
join with the object of dominating the Near East and 
dominating eventually the world at large? These are 
tremendous questions whose answer will appear more 
plainly hereafter. Meantime, actual war in the Orient 
was accompanied by rumors of renewed war in Europe. 


There the League of Nations will have still less power - 


to maintain peace because, whereas the League may 
muster a majority, if not unanimity, as to issues aris- 
ing in the Orient, it will be far otherwise where a 
European issue is concerned. For the most important 
elements in the League are European nations, and so, 
almost certainly, any war or threatened war in Europe 
will rend the League into two or more bitterly hostile 
factions. The League is in danger of being disrupted 
as the first shot is fired and the first bomb thrown from 
the air in a European quarrel. 

This threatened breakdown of the League, which 
is the only semblance of international government 
the world possesses, is being matched today by the 
threatened breakdown of national government as shown 
in the tragic case that has recently been holding the 
attention of the public everywhere in the prolonged 
and obstinate business depression. May the govern- 
ment soon be upon the shoulder of Him whose name 
is called the Mighty God! 

The increasing powerlessness of our human govern- 
mental machinery is alarming all who know how to 

- think and feel, and their alarm is being expressed 
as never before. 


- Sir Austen Chamberlain’s Warning 


“World Moving Backward.” ‘These striking words 
recently appeared above a full column in the London 
Times. Sir Austen Chamberlain is their author, and 
they headed his message of warning to the Primrose 
League, the powerful nation-wide organization founded 
many years ago in honor of Benjamin Disraeli, Lord 
Beaconsfield, and for the defense of his political views. 
Sir Austen’s warning that the world is going backward 
has all the authority given him by his early political 
advantages as son of the famous Joseph Chamberlain, 
his long Parliamentary career, his years of office 
holding, particularly as Secretary of Foreign Affairs 
and as chief British delegate to the League of Nations, 
where he was one of that group of three collaborators 
which included Briand and Streseman. Still one of 
the inner ring of British political leaders, his knowl- 
edge of world affairs is intimate and complete. These 
are his words as reported by the Times with these sub- 
headings: “Peril to Peace” and “Suspicion and Fear.” 


I have never known, except in the Great War, 
the world outlook so unsettled, so many problems 
urgently requiring settlement. I have had some 
experience of the difficulties of the conduct of 
foreign affairs. Difficulties arose, but I can claim 
that during those four or five years Europe was 
moving forward, agreement among the great 
Powers and the smaller ones was increasing. I 
look at the world today and I contrast the condi- 
tions now with the conditions at that time, and I . 
am forced to acknowledge that, for some reason 
or other, owing to something upon which it is dif- 
ficult to put one’s finger, in these last two years 
the world is moving backward. 


This admission by a statesman who knows, as few 
have equal means of knowing, the real state of the 
world we are living in, is truly a challenge to the 
churches. When statesmen begin to throw aside false 
optimism and admit this modern “distress of nations, 
with perplexity,” when they declare that fear has 
now come to be the keynote of human feeling, — when 
they are witnessing, even if unawares, to the truth of 
the Lord’s predictions for the latter days of this 
age,— moreover, when world statesmen make admis- 
sion of their powerlessness to prevent or even to un- 
derstand these modern world upheavals, it behooves 
the Church to show the mind of Christ concerning the 
way out of crisis through His own ultimate and per- 
haps imminent return and reign. 

Sir Austen Chamberlain, as we see, frankly acknowl- 
edges that he cannot tell why thére is crisis, though he 








In a letter to the Editor accompanying this 
article Miss Pankhurst writes: 

“The thought that is ever more strongly with 
me is that the message and prospect of our Lord’s 
return and reign, supported by the ample evi- 
dence of these recent years and months, should 
be more widely and publicly preached to the 
world than it is — by those of us who do look for 
his coming, and until other heralds arise! It has 
a wonderfully evangelistic appeal, and this I have 
tried to emphasize in the article. The blessed 
hope of the Church —that is, of our going to 
Him— is sometimes more stressed than the prom- 
ise of His Coming to reign and to receive the 
obedience of the world and the acknowledgment 
that he is Lord, to the glory of God the Father. 

“Again, from the evangelistic point of view, 
I am finding that the public, powerful, visible 
and glorious return of the Lord to set up his 
Kingdom upon earth is the truth that impresses 
and appeals to the world. It was in this aspect 
that the truth of the Second Advent and of proph- 
ecy first appealed to me and won my thankful 
and joyful acceptance. The hope of the Church 
came to me later, and just added to what had 
seemed to me already perfect. Thus I incline to 
think that to present first and to give chief em- 
phasis to, the glorious and all-visible, powerful 
appearing has most effect in its appeal to non- 
Christians and is most glorifying to our Lord, for 
it speaks of his own ultimate victory and complete 
pre-eminence over all things and peoples.” 








feels there must be “some reason or other, something 
upon which it is difficult to put one’s finger.” Nor 
does Sir Austen tell what shall be the end of it all, 
and to what backward goal the world is moving. Still 
less does he know when and how the world can ever 
reverse this fatal motion or what will ever make it 
a place of peace and righteousness, 

Here, then, arises the supreme challenge to the 
Church! For though the leaders of the world know 
neither the reason nor the remedy of these increasing 
difficulties, the leaders of the churches can, if they will, 
throw Heaven’s own light upon the problem. For 
their Lord both predicted a crisis such as this and 
promised to.end it by returning in his personal, visible, 
bodily presence as the Lord our Righteousness, the 
Prince of Peace, 

The fear, the violence and corruption, and all the 
many evils of these days, are signs the very same in 
kind as those which our Lord has said will precede 
and witness to his powerful, glorious return. Are 
these signs the same in degree, as well as in kind? 
That is the one open question now! We must hope 
that they are and that the Lord’s coming is indeed 
near. God grant that the grievous signs now present 
will not have to recur at some future time with still 
more intensity! May today’s world upheaval prove 
to be indeed the beginning of the end of the age and 
that final crisis in which, as he has promised, the Son 
of man will come! 

This much, at least, the ambassadors of Christ are 
bound in duty to say: “In a world crisis such as is 
now developing the Lord will return to reign as the 


A Beacon in a Tempest 


For Christian witnesses to say less than this causes 
the world to imagine that just as mankind is unable 
to end war and unrighteousness in the earth, so God, 
too, is unable to do so, or what is worse, to imagine 
that the Lord is indifferent to the evils abounding in 
this corner of his creation. 

The very announcement of the Lord’s own divine, 
personal intervention, whether he intervene soon or 
in a still distant future, is a testimony that he is of 
too pure eyes to behold evil. The preaching of his 
powerful, glorious return and reign instructs the world 
by what means the righteous God will in the fullness 
of time accomplish his purpose of bringing into one 
all things in Christ, both which are in Heaven. and 
which are in earth. 

The terminal crisis of this age, as prophecy declares, 
will end in the reappearing of the regnant Christ, the 
Messiah. The knowledge of this fact is important and 
precious because it preserves Christian faith in those 
who already have it, and induces faith in those who 
hitherto have had no faith. The violence and cor- 
ruption, the distress and perplexity of these times, will 
shatter the belief of many and hinder many others 
in believing, unless the more sure word of prophecy 








is held up as a lamp shining in the increasing darkness 
of this modern world. 

Already the World War had, as King George said to 
the British and American Bishops who assembled in 
London a while ago, shaken and wounded the faith 
of multitudes who were unable to understand how 
such an iniquity could occur in this twentieth Chris- 
tian century. The King’s exhortation to the Bishops 
was that they should set about to heal and strengthen 
the Christian faith so stricken, How can they do 
that, and how can they cure the shock and wounds to 
faith that are being and will yet be caused by this 
new and present crisis following so soon after the 
war of 1914-18! The only way is God’s own way, that 
of delivering this his own message: “Behold, the 
Lord God will come with strong hand, and his arm 
shall rule for him” (Isa. 40:10); “He shall not fail 
nor be discouraged, till he have set judgment in the 
earth” (Isa. 42:4). 

May God pour out upon all Christian leaders and 
preachers the spirit and power of Elijah in these 
solemn days and move them to a preaching that shall, 
as he has promised and foretold, prepare the way of 
the returning Lord and King! 

Some church dignitaries have begun to point to the 
signs of these times, though they do not yet tell of 
the Lord’s interpretation thereof. Already, with the 
opening of 1932, the Archbishop of Canterbury was 
sounding forth a solemn warning of things to come 
upon the earth, From Canterbury Cathedral by na- 
tional broadcast came these words of his: 


Seldom has a new year come bringing with it 
issues sO grave, anxieties so pressing. While 
statesmen and economists.discuss and confer, the 
relentless force of facts may at any moment pre- 
cipitate disaster in our country which would spread 
its blight over all others. In this New Year, our 
own country and the whole world will be entangled 
yh a thicket of problems most grave, most diffi- 
cult. 


Lifting Ourselves by Our Bootstraps? 


The divinely ordained way of final escape from this 
thicket the Archbishop did not name. He merely 
counseled “united action.” But what action shall this 
be? Presidents and Prime Ministers would like to 
know what sort of action would maintain peace, pros- 
perity, law-abidingness, and all else needed to save 
the world situation. And how is unity of action to 
be obtained when divided and conflicting human coun- 
sels repeatedly lead to divided and contrary human 
action? 

“How ought we to bear ourselves in the midst of 
all these anxieties,” asked the Archbishop, and then 
answered his own question thus: 


We must banish fearfulness and despondency. 

- We must banish equally the recklessness which 
mutters: “Let us enjoy ourselves as best we can 
and leave these problems to settle themselves. Let 
us eat, drink, and be merry, for tomorrow we die.” 


Now our Lord has given advice for a latter-day 
generation suffering what the Archbishop calls “the 
shock of crisis” and living in fear and distress. Point- 
ing forward to the end of this age and the somber 
signs-of his own radiant reappearing, our Lord left 
this message for those who should then be living and 
looking after the things coming upon the earth: “Take 
heed to yourselves, lest at any time your hearts be 
overcharged with surfeiting, and drunkenness, and the 
cares of this life’ (Luke 21: 34). 

The prospect of his royal return is to serve latter- 
day numanity as a warning against heedless dissipa- 
tion and as comfort to care-burdened hearts. Among 
the very strongest present signs of the Lord’s return 
are those very two: a reckless pursuit of debased 
pleasures, and the prevalence of anxiety and despair. 
As the age hastens to its close the Lord would give to 
tempted and to breaking hearts the knowledge of his 
reappearing. 


“We must have the courage that frankly faces the e 


difficulties and the courage which resolves that they 
must be overcome,” the Archbishop went on to say. 
Yet is courage enough? Surely not. Even the cour- 
age in facing and resisting difficulty which took the 
nations through the ordeal of the World War has not 
sufficed to prevent this new crisis; so how can we de- 
pend upon courage as its cure? 

“The spirit of loyalty to the laws of God and his 
kingdom” was the Archbishop’s concluding recom- 
mendation in his New Year sermon. Yet, in all rev- 
€rence, we must ask whether even that would be 
enough? Is not the warfare against more than flesh 
and blood, more than human lawlessness and unfaith- 
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fulness to God? Is it not also “against principalities, 
against powers, against the rulers of the darkness of 
this world, against wicked spirits in heavenly places?” 
(Eph. 6:12.) How shall mere human courage or 
human power avail to bruise the serpent’s head? 
Furthermore, how shall the nations that in all eras 
and even in the past nineteen centuries have continually 
broken the laws of God, and never more than now, 
become at last law-abiding? “It is time for thee, 
Lord, to work: for they have made void thy law” 
(Psa, 119: 126). When the Messiah, the divine Law- 
Giver, gives forth his own law from Jerusalem, then 
and not until then will the law and will of God 
be obeyed, and the kingdom of God be upon the 
earth. ‘ 
Another eminent churchman, the Archbishop of 
York, has given warning for 1932, saying: “The New 
Year comes to us with a special burden of anxiety. 
We know that it may bring us to the verge of great 
disasters.” He even added, “Surely we are hypocrites 
if we cannot read the signs of these times, for they 
stare us in the faee.” ‘ 
Everybody, one may venture to say, is reading the 
signs, but few are understanding them aright. That 
is because the vast majority of Christian ministers 
are not interpreting the signs of the times in the light 
of Biblical prophecy. A human rather than a Chris- 
tian interpretation of the signs prompted the Arch- 
bishops and leaders of other Christian denominations 
in the British Isles to lead their flocks ‘on a specially 
appointed day of prayer, the first Sunday of 1932, to 
pray for the coming of world peace through the suc- 
cess of the Disarmament Conference at Geneva, rather 
than through the personal, visible might and glorious 
return and kingdom of the Prince of Peace. The 
error of making their petition so small was quickly 
shown by the tragi-comedy of the Disarmament Con- 
ference assembling amid the alarms and crashing of 
war in the East and the hastening of British and 


: American battleships and troops to the scene of con- 


flict, in case this armament should be needed for the 
defense of their nations. : 

Prayer for the disarmament ot nations by the Prince 
of Peace, who will cause the nations to turn their 
swords into pruning hooks and forbid them to learn 
war any more, and proclamation that when the evil 
of war reaches its very climax he will return— that 
is the twofold duty of the Church where disarmament 
and world peace are concerned. 

The “high priests’ may remain silent about the 
Lord’s return for yet a little while. So much the 
more, then, must we others proclaim from the very 
housetops — and ever more loudly —the good tidings, 
“Your God shall reign.” So long as the high priests 
“hold their peace,” the voices in the wilderness, who 
in these latter days are not only one but many, can 
and will cry out that the coming and the kingdom of 
our Lord are as certain as the dawn—that “the 
glory of the Lord shall be revealed, and all flesh shall 
see it together” (Isa. 40:5). iy 

Ours be the privilege, since there are Christian 
leaders who still renounce it, to be the ones that pub- 
lish peace, that bring good tidings of good will, that 
publish salvation, announcing that all the ends of the 
earth shall see the salvation of our God, when at the 
opening of the very heavens men behold the Son of 
man coming to reign as King of kings and Lord of 
lords. May God pour out the promised spirit and 
power of Elijah upon those who even now are ready 
to proclaim and acclaim the visible and personal com- 
ing, whether in this crisis or in a crisis yet to follow 
it, of the Lord as King. 

Something, Some One, to look forward to—that is 
the world’s need today. A ray of hope, an assurance 
that God knows and cares, that in spite of all the 
surrounding and abounding iniquity of these days, God 
is holy —this is what the distressed and perplexed 
world hungers for. The Second Advent prophecy 
meets that need and gives that message. 

The proper preaching for the age-end is summed up 
in the second Psalm, for there is the note of warning, 
to any foes of God who seem incorrigible and im- 
movable, of what will betide them when the Son of 
God comes in his strength. And yet, with the threat 
of his wrath, comes the offer of mercy, the appeal 
of his love: “Be wise now .. . be instructed... 
kiss the Son, lest he be angry, and ye perish from the 
way, when his wrath is kindled but a little. Blessed 
are all they that put their trust in him” (Psa. 2: 10, 
12). 

Evangelism in time of world crisis necessitates a 
Scriptural explanation of why war, crime, vice, and 
poverty still exist and increase, and how God purposes 
to end these evils. Also, the exaltation of the Lord 
by the heralding of his glorious reign stirs in those 
who listen a yearning to be able to stand before him 
at his coming and a willingness to make to God that 
necessary “offering in righteousness” which the com- 
ing King has provided by his own self-offering upon 
the cross. 

As God fulfills that other promise of his for the 
latter days—the outpouring of his Spirit upon all 
flesh — we find, and shall find more and more, that 
multitudes, including all sorts and conditions of men 
and women, will gladly hear and thankfully receive 
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the glad and indivisible Gospel of the Cross and Crown 
of Jesus Christ. 

And so, even while we Christians are cherishing our 
blessed hope of being forever present with our Lord, 
may that mind be in us which was in Christ Jesus, 


and may we, thinking less of our own heritage than — 
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of the distress and perplexities and fears of mankind, 

go forth as he has commanded, preaching in all the 

world as a witness to all nations the good news that 

Jesus Christ came before as Saviour and that, in such 

a time of trouble as this, he will come again as King.

Blumhardt’s Experiences with Evil Spirits 


A two-year struggle with a tenacious demon 
who became enraged when hymns were sung

beliefs and unbeliefs of the clergy. In the replies 

received were few acknowledging the reality of 
the Evil One, for deliverance from whom we pray 
daily in the Lord’s Prayer, and fewer still who feared 
a place of punishment and terror. Do they know 
the evidence? Have they, for example, heard of the 
epoch-making experiences of the elder Blumhardt of 
MOttlingen, Germany? Leading theologians in pres- 
ent-day Germany lay great stress on these experiences. 
They have been the subject of an extensive literature. 
They are enough to make the most exuberant profes- 
sor turn pale and drop his questionnaires. For they 
give a glimpse of what is reaily beyond the veil of 
ordinary human perception. 

Heinrich Lhotsky is a sharp critic of the Church, 
yet he says of Blumhardt that of all the weighty men 
he had ever known (“and there were many such”) 
Blumhardt was the most important. He was a man 
of no ordinary education, having studied physics, 
astronomy, world history, and philosophy at Tiibingen. 
In his -early life he taught sciences and mathematics 
and Hebrew, and was really versed in all: knowledge. 
It is a remarkable fact that he was a close university 
friend of David Friedrich Strauss, then at Tiibingen, 
and he tells us that Strauss lost his Christian faith 
by tampering with spiritism. While a young pastor 
in a country parish Blumhardt edited a new hymn 
book to take the place of the Unitarianized one used 
in Wiirttemburg, mastering harmony and counterpoint, 
the better to make his selection of music. He also 
published for his people a little masterpiece dealing 
with the origin and history of the world. 

These facts are mentioned to save Blumhardt from 
the charge of being easily deceived and of an uncritical 
temperament,—a charge sure to be made by those 
unable to explain his almost incredible experiences in 
any other way. He was nothing of the sort, and in 
addition it should be remembered that he invariably 
had ‘with him village doctor, schoolmaster, or other 
dependable witness when these supernatural contacts 
occurred. ° 

Mottligen, the place of his experiences, was a Gos- 
pel-hardened little village of lethargic life and low 
moral tone. In Blumhardt’s flock in 1842-was a woman 
of twenty-nine years named Gottlieben Dittus, of 
godly parentage, but who had engaged in magic, and 
in consequence had fallen to various sicknesses which 
obliged her to intermit from time to time her employ- 
ment as housemaid. She was sitting at the table the 
first night after moving into a new home, and she 
said grace. Suddenly she was stricken to the floor 
amid great noise and movement as of persons shuffling 
about the room with slippers. For two years these 
spirit noises continued, at times so loud that the whole 
neighborhood could hear them. Blumhardt and his 
friends undertook a nightly visitation of the house. 
The blows on the walls were so powerful as to start 
the chairs in the room, rattle the window-panes, and 
bring down sand from the ceiling. They were espe- 
cially violent when Gottlieben sang Christian hymns. 
The possessed would be taken with cramps, shaking 
for hours and foaming at the mouth. The physician 
could do nothing. Finally one day Blumhardt moved 
up to the bed, took the girl’s hands in his and com- 
manded her to pray, “Lord Jesus, help me!” “We 
have,” said he, “long enough seen what the Devil can 
do. Now we shall see what the Lord Jesus can do.” 
In a few minutes she came to consciousness and the 
cramps ceased, to the astonishment of all. But after 
a time they heard knocking about her as before. She 
was suddenly struck on the breast and sank back. 
“I spoke some words in prayer and named the name 
of Jesus,” says Blumhardt. “Immediately her eyes 
rolled, hands smote together, and a voice came from 
within her crying, ‘That name I cannot bear.’ ” 

“From that moment,” said Blumhardt, “I felt my- 
self drawn into this case. When contortions occurred 
they immediately ceased if Gottlieben, on the advice 
of her spiritual. adviser,.called on the Lord Jesus. 
Yet whenever Blumhardt entered the room hostile 
expressions came over her,;—clenched fist and star- 
ing eyes. 

An important day was July 20, 1845. On this day 
Blumhardt contended in prayer from eight o’clock in 
the morning till four in the afternoon, almost -suc- 
cumbing to the pressure of anxiety and responsibility. 


A METHODIST professor has been counting. the 


When he came to Gottlieben’s .chamber . the people 
cried out that she was dead. Blumhardt brought her 
to breath again. After violent twitchings she opened 
her mouth, and it was as if demon after demon passed 
out. Suddenly broke out cries of wrath and weeping. 
“The game is up. We are betrayed. You destroy us 
completely. The whole band is broken up. It’s your 
fault with your eternal praying. Woe! woe! all is 
over. God-abandoned, eternally lost.” 

They would cry out: “You are our bitterest enemy. 
But we are also your enemy. Could we only do what 
we would! Oh, if there were no God in Heaven.” 
Yet they attributed all the blame of their destruction 
entirely to themselves.. Terrible was the conduct of 
one spirit who had been heard crying repeatedly: “O 
man, think on eternity. Neglect not the time of grace, 
for the judgment is not far off.’ Each time one of 
these demons passed through Gottlieben her face 
changed expression. Those present received blows in 
the face, though not Blumhardt, however, whom the 
demons declared they dared not touch. The sick girl 
would tear her hair; strike her breast, and seek in vari- 
ous _~ to wound herself, but was quieted with a few 
words, 

About this time Gottlieben’s sister was taken in the 
same fashion so that she was with difficulty held 
down. She threatened to tear Blumhardt in pieces, 
glanced trickily around to see if there was not some- 
thing hateful which she could do to those holding her: 
also tried to tear open her-own stomach with her own 
hand, “Such a roaring came from her throat that 
ries could think a thousand pack mules were within 

er. 

Many of the demons who appeared in Gottlieben 
seemed to long to be freed from the bonds of Satan 
which held them, They spoke in many different lan- 
guages. At times Blumhardt would hear verses of Scrip- 
ture which seemed to sound from a higher region as if 
given to encourage him in his ministry, among them 
Habakkuk 2:3, 4 frequently: “For the vision is yet 
for an appointed time, but at the end it shall speak, 
and not lie: though it tarry, wait for it; because it 
will surely come, it will not tarry. Behold, his soul 
which is lifted up is not upright in him: but the just 
shall live by his faith.” “The groaning and sighing 
and anguish of these in bondage to Satan was enough 
to melt a heart of stone. The will-less condition of 
these lost and their complete subjection to the tyranny 
of darkness was made manifest with terrible clearness. 
The demon in Katrina (Gottlieben’s sister) described 
himself, not as a dead human being, but as the chief 
of all witchcraft to whom Satan had given this power 
in order to forward the Satanic kingdom.” Blum- 
hardt describes the crisis which led to his expulsion: 

“Suddenly at twelve o'clock midnight, December 
27, 1845, it was as if he saw the open abyss of fire. 
Then there rang from the throat of the girl for a 
quarter of an hour a single cry of desperation of 
such overwhelming strength that it was as if the 
house would fall. Anything more terrible could not 
be imagined. Half of the people of the place per- 
ceived with horror that the struggle was going on. 
The possessed Katrina was taken with such trembling 
that it seemed as if her limbs would shake off. The 
demon appeared filled with anguish and desperation, 
yet his defiance was none the less great. He chal- 
lenged God to perform some wonder. He would not 
abandon the girl until there came from Heaven some 
tremendous miracle which should astonish the whole 
place. He would not surrender the part he was play- 
ing as any common sinner but would with a certain 


triumph pass into hell.. Such a horrible. mixture of 


evil and defiance, of desperation and pride, surely has 
never been’seen elsewhere. Meanwhile his overthrow 
appeared to be ever more prepared in the invisible world. 
Finally came the most harrowing moment which no 
one could adequately describe who had not been eye 
and ear witness. About two o'clock in the morning 
the Satanic angel began roaring, the girl’s head and 
body falling back over the back of the chair. The 
words which came out of her mouth with a volume 
such as it is hard to conceive of as coming from 
human throat,—the words ‘Jesus is Victor! Jesus 
is Victor!’—left an ineradicable impression on all 
who heard them. The might of the demon appeared 
now to be broken and with every moment to grow 
weaker. He was ever quieter, made hardly any

movement, and finally vanished almost imperceptibly 
as the life of a dying person passes out. This was 
about eight in the morning. Here it was that the 
almost two-year-long struggle came to an end. That 
this was so I felt with assurance and my triumphant 
joy was seen when, on the following Sunday, I 
preached on the Magnificat of Mary.” 

This great victory. over the invisible powers of 
darkness was followed by revival in the community. 
People wrote to Blumhardt confessing their sins; they 
came in bands to his parsonage for the same purpose. 
They would come seven or eight times, not being able 
to confess everything at once. Some were in such 
struggle and agony “that I gave them absolution at 
once lest their hearts should literally break.” Blum- 
hardt was in his study from seven in the morning 
till eleven at night hearing these confessions. Worth- 
less people were converted. They came from neigh- 
boring villages. Fearful sins were confessed. In this 
community, sunk in spiritual coma, it was as in the 
days of John the Baptist. Everywhere there was 
reconciliation of enemies, return of stolen goods. Great 
fear was upon the Church as in apostolic days. Men 
recognized the significance of the tremendous contest 
in which Blumhardt had engaged for two years. The 
might of the Satanic powers was broken and these 
spiritual results followed as a matter of course. 

From Blumhardt there streamed a Friedenskraft, 
a sanctifying power, which people clearly felt. The 
appearance of faces was changed; drunkards lost their 
thirst, disobedient children were tamed, quarrels be- 
tween man and wife smoothed out. People would 
interrupt their work for prayer and study. The move- 
ment of repentance was followed by one of healing. 
In the winter of 1844 when the people of Mottlingen 
came weeping and confessing to the parish house they 
found that with forgiveness often came cure. Here 
a rheumatic found himself healed. Others afflicted 
with consumption, eye troubles, necrosis, spinal curva- 
tures were freed. When Blumhardt went on journeys 
he was constantly invoked by people, often in crowds, 
to pray for their healing. They awaited his coming 
on trains and he would go into the waiting-rooms of 
«stations to pray with them. They gave him scarce 
time to eat. It was as in the Lord’s day. 

“He saw the heavens rent” is the phrase used in 
Mark 1:10. So is it in such times of spiritual apoc- 
alypse. So was it with Blumhardt at this time. He 
| was going with a band of friends to a mission festival 
|in a neighboring town. When he returned with them, 
‘he sat down by the wayside and, filled as he was with 
ve glow of his great experiences, he composed the 
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clippings from the junior Sunday School Times 
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following verse which he straightway read to his com- 
panions : 


Jesus ist der Siegesheld, der all’ seine Feind’ besieget ; 

Jesus ist’s dem alie Welt bald zu seinen Fuessen lieget ; 

Jesus ist’s der praechtig kommt und die Seinen zu sich 
nimmt. 


Jesus is the hero-victor who overcomes all his foes; 

Jesus is it at whose feet the whole world will’Soon lie; 

Jesus is it who is coming in glory to take his own to 
himself. 


They had meantime come to a pleasant little place 
called Kirchplatz and sang this verse to a well-known 
church- melody. 

“All at once it was as if there joined in from the 
neighboring woods hundreds of jubilant voices, and 
with such power that the two accompanying Blum- 
hardt (men who still live) became quiet from inner 
emotion. Blumhardt, however, sang on with mighty 
power.” 

Are these things so or are they not so? One must 
remember Blumhardt’s honesty, his saintliness, his 
balance, his culture, the confidence reposed in him, 
the witnesses to these strayge occurrences, some of 
whom have lived almost to the present. These things 
happened practically in our day; Blumhardt died only 
in 1880. They were not done in a corner: they were 
subjected to all sorts of cross criticism and cross 
examination, They are the subject of a large litera- 
ture by serious and competent writers. I need but 
mention such works as Zundell’s “Life of Blumhardt” 
and Heinrich Schneider’s more recent biography; 
Heinatsch’s “Christoph Blumhardt der Aelterer,’ re- 
cently published; Lhotsky’s “Der Wunderpfarrer’ ; 
Th. Freimann’s “Teufelsaustreibung in Moéottlingen.” 
“Rationalists” will talk about “superstition.” Wiser 
men will not bury their heads in the sand after that 
fashion. For these facts are fearfully important. 
Lhotsky speaks of the last generation “which neglected 
Blumhardt and then went to pieces in the World War.” 
They are also depressing: facts, yet Blumhardt was 
not depressed. These facts too may indicate, as Lhot- 
sky suggests, that “the unexampled evil and vulgarity 
of our time are but a preface to a great victory of 
the kingdom of God, bringing in a wholly new period 
of world history, Our spiritual enemies are embit- 
tered because they know their end is approaching and 
that they are helpless against the Lord Jesus.” 

We should remember that to be a good theologian 
one must be a competent Satanologian. A capable 
officer must know the strength of the enemy!

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F YOU happen to be a busy Sunday-school teacher, 
| finding it difficult to “make” the time to prepare 

for next Sunday’s lesson period, here is a practical 
method by which to secure good results with a mini- 
mum of time and effort. CuHristian Yours, the little 
brother of THe Sunpay ScHoot Times, will help you 
use this system better than any other publication of 
which I know. 

Begin Sunday afternoon, if time permits, or not 
later than lunch time Monday. Read CurisTIAN 
YoutuH’s comment on the lesson for the following 
Sunday. With a red pencil, carefully underscore each 
of the questions asked throughout the text; also those 
statements which appeal to you, and which you believe 
will help your particular class of young people. This 
is the first step. 

Monday afternoon, if there are a few spare moments, 
take your copy of CuristiAn YoutH, your scissors, 
and a bottle of paste. Get out your loose-leaf pocket 
notebook. If you haven’t any, I recommend one tak- 
ing fillers about four by seven inches. Secure some 
rather heavy paper —something that will take paste 
well and permit the use of both sides. Cut it into 
sheets to fit your notebook and punch holes accord- 
ingly. Or use regular paper fillers, if you prefer. 

Now clip the entire lesson comment from your 
Curist1AN YoutH. Cut it into strips, none longer 
than three or four inches. Arrange to sever it at the 
beginning of a paragraph if possible. 

At the top of page one of your notebook write, or 
typewrite, the lesson subject, the Scripture references, 
and the Golden Text. 

Take “Since Last Week.” Paste it near the head- 
ing on sheet one. Leave balance of sheet one blank. 
On sheet two, at the extreme top, paste a portion of 
“What to Look Up,” leaving some three inches blank 
at the bottom. Continue the remainder of the com- 
ment on the succeeding pages. 

Leave considerable blank space between the end of 
“What to Look Up” and “The Lesson Within the 
Lesson.” Then paste the latter section in the same 








manner, leaving considerable blank space. 
each page consecutively. 

No, this isn’t a lot of work. It is really a very 
simple operation when one becomes accustomed to 
doing it. Telling how to do it takes more time than 
the actual doing. When it is finished, if your time 
has elapsed for Monday, slip the sheets into your loose- 
leaf binder and the book into your pocket, for reference 
at the next “spare moment.” You now have the frame- 
work upon which to build your lesson. 

‘Your next work will be to reread every bit of 
CuRISTIAN YOUTH’S comment from your scrapbook. 
Look up each Scripture reference. Read, from your 
Bible, the entire portion of Scripture from which the 
lesson is taken. Your red-penciling of the previous 
Sunday afternoon should help you glean the gist of 
the lesson rather quickly. Doubtless you will now 
find the lesson taking a rather definite form of outline 
in your mind, although, as a matter of fact, you haven’t 
really studied it to any extent. 

But this is as it should be—for our system, you 
remember, is intended for busy teachers! 

Now nearly every teacher has his favorite lesson 
helps. I have several that I like. I should hesitate 
to go before my class without consulting these friends 
in print. Doubtless you are no exception, and you will 
want to read and red-pencil such helps. But all the 
while, if you have followed the directions given, the 
definite outline provided by CuristrAN YoutH’s com- 
ment will likely be in your mind. You will, as you 
read the other helps, find striking sentences and com- 
ments that apply to this or that portion of the lesson. 
Referring to the blank spaces in your notebook, you 
will wish to note these ideas or references. Possibly 
you will wish to clip other things, a bit of poetry, a 
quotation, and the like. The blank spaces will provide 
for this. 

CurIsTIAN Youtnu’s daily Bible readings, under the 
heading “For Your Daily Reading,” are fine for your 
family worship period, and if so used, you will have 
this additional material gathered by Sunday morning.

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They may suggest other notes for your blank pages. 
An apt illustration, a fitting story, may come under 
your notice accidentally. You can note it also and 
tell it on Sunday. 

This should occupy your time for lesson study over 
Monday, Tuesday, Wednesday, and Thursday. By 
Friday your notebook should be bristling with live 
notes — notes which you, yourself, have selected as 
best fitted to your particular class. You will be feel- 
ing a sort of personal pride or satisfaction in those 
notes by this time. And they’ll be marshaled pretty 
well into form—not a mass of scattered, unrelated 
material. Friday’s period, therefore, may be devoted 
to actual study; or possibly you'll wish to further 
condense your material into outline form. 

How delightful Saturday evening will be! It’s 
always a busy time, at best —just at the end of the 
week when one must do the things he ought to have 
done during the week! And what a hazardous time 
to study a Sunday-school lesson! Callers, marketing, 
belated duties—and the evening vanishes. But not 
so with the teacher who uses our scrapbook system! 
If, however, Saturday provides time for study, addi- 
tional reading of the notes will of course assist much. 

And Sunday morning will find the teacher ready 
for the responsibility of standing before a class of 
young folks. The message, too, ought to be well 
adapted to the needs of that class, for there should 
be some thought given tactfully which would assist 
each member. 

This system ‘may be augmented so as to be addi- 
tionally helpful to teacher and class, because it can 
be used to induce home study on the part of many 
pupils who would otherwise come to class with little 
or no idea of what the lesson was about. This will 
make teaching easier, and plant seeds likely to bring 
forth spiritual fruit because of the effort put forth. 
To illustrate this, let us take a practical example: 

The lesson for June 12 is entitled “Judah the True 
Brother.” Some time during the week prior to Sun- 
day, June 5, the teacher using this system will glance 
over CHRISTIAN YOUTH’s lesson comment for June 
12. He will pay particular attention to the questions 
which open many of the paragraphs, and will select 
some five or even ten of them, noting the verse and 
chapter containing the answer. The list will look 
something like this: 


Questions ror Home Stupy 

1. Do you remember what New Testament verse gives 
us the promise that God will forgive and cleanse, if we 
will confess our sins to him? (1 John 1: 9.) 

2. Where do we see Judah’s humility in the very be- 
ginning of his plea for his brother? (Gen. 44: 18.) 

3. Little did Judah think that the dream of the brother 
he had once hated was this very moment literally being 
fulfilled. Do you remember what that dream was? (Gen. 
37: 6-10.) 

4. What do you suppose Judah hoped to do by empha- 
sizing his father’s old age and the youth of Benjamin? 
(Gen. 44: 20.) 

5. How did Judah tactfully remind the Prime Minister 
that he himself had a certain responsibility for Benjamin’s 
presence in Egypt? (Gen. 44: 21-23.) 


These lists should be typewritten in advance of the 
Sunday session one week prior to the date of the 
lesson. Those for the lesson of June 12 should be 
handed out to the class on June 5. It is a good plan 
to provide each pupil with a copy of the Book of Gen- 
esis in pamphlet form. Ask them to place the ques- 
tions inside their copies and to look up the answers 
during the week. Many will do it. These questions 


are simple, and the answers may be found readily. 


The motive behind the plan is to secure some home 
study. If the interest of the class warrants it, the 
questions could, of course, be made more difficult or 
numerous. But it is best to start with easy questions 
and foster willingness to study rather than make the 
questions so difficult as to discourage at the start. 

The questions, you will note, are contained in the 
text of the CHRISTIAN YoUTH comment. The teacher 
will come upon them in following his outline. He can 
then ask them with assurance of getting an answer, 
if the pupils have looked them up as requested. This 
co-ordinates our preparation phase of the plan with 
the home study phase. 

Like all other work of this kind, we must not for- 
get or neglect prayer and dependence upon the Holy 
Spirit for help. With His aid in preparing hearts of 
teacher and pupils, the plan will be found valuable.

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 


UDAH before Joseph, pleading for Benjamin, 

while the other nine brothers stand around in 

trembling guilt: what a picture this is! Twenty- 

two years before, Judah joined his brothers in 
selling Joseph into Egypt. Now he bows before 
Joseph the lord of Egypt to save Joseph’s brother Ben- 
jamin from slavery. It is fitting that this masterpiece 
among stories, the story of Joseph, should include one 
of the world’s great masterpieces of eloquence — Judah’s 
majestically simple yet overwhelming plea for Ben- 
jamin’s freedom. But such eloquence could not be in 
mere words; it was a life message, for Judah's brief 
and pregnant address was to climax in the offering of 
himself for his brother. What wrought the amazing 
change in Judah and his brothers? 


The Historical Setting 


When Jacob’s sons went to Egypt two years of 
famine had passed (Gen. 45:6). Joseph was thirty- 
nine years of age, Judah about forty-eight. Benjamin, 
so far as the narrative reveals, may have been any- 
where from twenty-four to thirty-two. His ten sons 
were probably not all bern before they came to Egypt, 
but are included in the sum total of all the heads of 
Israel’s families in the listing of those who entered 
Egypt (46:21). Judah’s grandsons, also included 
(46:12), were evidently born later (38:1). The 
lesson may be dated 1706, twenty-two years after 
Joseph entered Egypt. 


Verse by Verse 


Genesis 44:18-——Then Judah came near unto him. 
That is, when Joseph ordered them to go in peace and 
leave only- Benjamin as a slave. Thou art even as 
Pharaoh, Judah makes clear that he bows before 
Joseph, recognizing his high place and _ his absolute 
power over them. He is to plead for mercy. 


Verse 19.—Have ye a father, or @ brother? This 
supplements 42: 13, which is a condensed account (note 
also 43:6, 7). 


Verse 20—A father, an old man, and a child of 
his old age, a little one. Not that Benjamin is a lit- 
tle child, but he is still to Jacob the baby of the 
family. See Historical Setting. His brother ts dead. 
They counted Joseph dead, still hiding their guilt; 
perhaps they concluded he was dead or they would 
have heard from him. He alone is left of his mother, 
amd his father loveth him. Benjamin has now taken 
the place of Joseph in his father’s affection. Mark the 
pathos and tenderness of the short sentences. : 

Verse 22.—We said, .. . The lad cannot leave his 
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father. This refusal probably explains why Joseph 
imprisoned them for three days (42: 15-20). 


Verse 27.—Thy servant my father. Jacob is now 
included, with the sons, among the servants of this 
mighty lord. My wife bare me two sons. Jacob had 
four wives but Rachel was ever the wife of his love, 
as her sons were the sons of his love, a fact that he 
never sought to hide. 


Verse 28.—I said, Surely he is torn in pieces. With 
what intense interest Joseph would hear this narrative 
and learn of his father’s thought concerning him! He 
also learned that the brothers had never told the father 
the truth concerning his being sold into Egypt. ‘ 

Verse 30.—His life is bound up in the lad’s life. 
This beautiful expression is translated in the margin 
of the Revised Version, “His soul is knit with the 
lad’s soul,” as Jonathan’s soul is spoken of as knit to 
David’s (1 Sam. 18:1). Here we have the secret of 
how Jacob ‘was sustained in the loss of Joseph, and 
of Rachel; Benjamin was the treasure of his heart. 

Verse 31.—Bring doww the gray hairs of thy serv- 
ant our father with sorrow to the grave. Judah is 
repeating what his father told them .(42:38). The 
word translated “the grave” is “sheol,” the place of 
the dead, possibly meaning “insatiable,” equivalent to 
the Greek “hades,” the place of departed spirits. 

Verse 32—-Thy servant became surety for the lad 
unto my father. When Reuben offered to become 
surety, Jacob refused (42:37, 38), but later yielded 
to Judah’s arguments and commitied Benjamin to him 
(43: 3-14). 

Verse 33.—I pray thee, let thy servant abide instead 
of the lad a bondman to my lord. This is the climax,

... see the evil? Judah can never forget what he 
saw of the evil that came to Jacob when the news 
rf Joseph was brought; he cannot bear another scene 
like that. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


“Am I my brother’s keeper?” was Judah’s question 
(in his heart) when he sold Joseph. “I am my 
brother’s keeper” was_his heart’s response years later 
when he offered himself for Benjamin. Judah the 
false brother was transformed by God’s grace into 
Judah the true brother. And God’s transformations 
are not mere reformations, removing the evil, but con- 
quering the hatred by filling the heart with love and 
all that is opposite to the evil. A true brother is a true 
lover, one who will lay down his life for his brother 
(John 15:13). Judah when he became a true brother 
was reconciled to Joseph. We have sinned against 
the One whom our sins have put to death. We be- 
come true brothers only by a repentance and transforma- 
tion like Judah’s. Then we can love one another as 
our Elder Brother has loved us.

Special Lesson Topics and Truths 


Judah’s Character and Destiny. Judah, Jacob’s 
fourth son, upon whom was built the greatest of the 
tribes, and through whom came the Lord Jesus, ap- 
pears personally in seven chapters in the Bible: Gene- 
Sis 29:35; 37: 18-36; 38: 1-30; 43:1-15; 44: 14-34; 
46:12, 28; 49:8-12. Like Jacob, Judah had qualities 
that fitted him as God’s man to carry on the theo- 
cratic line, not as Reuben, “boiling over as water,” 
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Lesson for June 12 


nor as: Simeon and Levi, violent men given to cruel 
rage. Judah’s sins, as recorded in Genesis 38, are not 
to be lightly regarded. Nevertheless, even in that chap- 
ter we see evidence of noble qualities. Judah intended 
to:save Joseph from.death in proposing that he be sold. 
But he was willing to sell him, and joined with the 
others in the dastardly deceit that broke the heart of 
the devoted father. Judah’s place of leadership clearly 
emerges in the events connected with the trips to 
Egypt. God’s loving and mighty providence molded 
Judah as it molded Jacob into an instrument fit for 
the Master’s use, so that Jacob could say, “Judah, thee 
shall thy brethren praise” and “The sceptre shall not 
depart. from Judah . . . until Shiloh come; and unto 
him~shall the obedience of the peoples be” (49: 8-10). 

Joseph’s Dealing with His Brethren. Some have 
judged that Joseph’s blameless character was marred 
by deceit and unnecessary roughness in his dealing 
with his brethren. We need not judge Joseph to be 
faultless, but it would appear that he is definitely the 
instrument of God, as well as a type of Christ, in his 
masterly plan to test his. brothers and to bring them 
to conviction for their sin. 

Joseph's Revelation to His Brethren. As Joseph is 
a type of Christ in his exaltation to the right hand 
of Pharaoh, in his providing bread for the Gentile 
world, so now in providing sustenance for Israel and 
in making himself known to the brethren who have 
rejected and sold him, Joseph is a type of Christ, point- 
ing to that coming great event when Israel shall look 
on him whom they have pierced and will mourn (Rom. 
11:26; Zech. 12: 10-13; Rev. 1:7). 


Practical and Personal Applications 

Confess sin and clear it up! What a festering sore 
was that unconfessed sin in. Israel’s family! Through 
all the years they remembered the distress of Joseph’s 
soul and: his beseeching cries for mercy (42:21). 
What a relief it must have been when the whole 
wretched business was out in the open, and the sin 
was confessed and forgiven. 

After confession, accept forgiveness and rejoice in 
the favor of God. When Paul looked on him whom he 
had been persecuting he accepted Christ’s love. Joseph’s 
brothers were very slow to understand Joseph’s heart 
and to believe that he would entirely forgive them. How 
they grieved him by doubting his love (Gen. 50:17). 

Let us dwell together in unity, Wherever men dwell 
together, there should be the graces of true brother- 
hood, in the home, in the school, in the shop or office, 
in civic relationships, and especially among Christian 
brothers in the service of God (Golden Text). 

Forgive others, and be wise and faithful in the for- 
giving. Like Joseph we should have a forgiving 
spirit whether the wrongdoer has repented or not. 
But Joseph wisely tested his brothers and led them 
to a consciousness of their guilt. For only one who 
has truly repented can be truly forgiven. Men err in 
dealing with the sins of others, by being either too 
harsh or too soft. The fruit of the Spirit is goodness 
and faithfulness. 

Be a big brother! Christian men have many oppor- 
tunities to be big brothers to boys and young men, 
especially in these days of terrific temptations. What 
must Benjamin have thought of his big brother Judah 
when he offered to be a bondman in his place? 

Millions for whom Christ died are missing from the 
family. Go after them! We are forgiven brethren, 
and we are debtors to those who have never heard 
cf the One who has the Bread of Life (Rom. 1:14). 
Are we true brothers in this?

God’s fove must needs deal roughly with us at times. 

“He that believeth shall not make haste,” and Joseph 
was patiently waiting for God’s handling of the sit- 
uation in his home. 

God worked wonders with the sin against Joseph; 
greater wonders is he working with the supreme sin of 
Satan and man, the crucifixion of Christ. 

It is dangerous to give comfort to wrongdoers be- 
fore genuine repentance comes, 

The marvels of God’s grace with those twelve men, 
and with the twelve apostles, bring a message to us 
as to what he can do with even such as we. 

Joseph’s bloody coat cried out against those brothers 
through the years. “Be sure your sin will find you 
out” (Num. 32: 23).

The Busy Men’s Corner

Mistakes.—Then Judah came near unto him, and 
said (Gen. 44:2). Back in the patriarchal days Old 
Father Time had a way, even as now, of working 
wonderful changes in the common clay. Just like the 
potters over there at Trenton with the Chester County 
Kaolin (Lam. 4:2). Old Father Time had long ago 
brought Judah past the put-him-in-a-hole-and-sell-him 
way of dealing with a disliked brother (Gen. 37: 27). 
Some years ago I was having some trouble with a 
concern who had brought suit for payment for an 
automobile that I had bought for my daughter and 
which would not run without constant breaking down. 
One of the early cast iron, thrown together ones. 
The jury said, “Of course Mr. Ridgway should not 
be required to pay for a machine he sent back because 
it would not run successfully.” After the verdict I 
said to the Plaintiff, “Old fellow, you were foolish 
to bring that suit instead of furnishing me another car 
that was able to keep on the road. Why, man, I was 
your friend.” “Ridgway,” said Daniels, “a fellow 
does lots of fool things he is sorry enough for.” I 
expect Judah felt just that way about the Joseph af- 
fair in after days. My automobile man later tried 
to do me favors, and in spite of our lawsuit we re- 
mained good friends until his death. As a matter of 
fact, there is a great host of us who make mistakes. 
“That’s why they put rubbers on pencils,” is an old 
one. But there is nothing to prevent a fellow correct- 
ing even bad mistakes. You can even scratch out 
ink. That’s what our religion is for. As Vance Cook 
sings, 

Should the Devil beat you to earth—what’s that! 

Come up with a smiling face. 
It’s nothing against. you to fall down flat, 
But to lie there that’s the disgrace. 
The harder you’re thrown, the higher you'll bounce, 
Be proud of your blackened eye. 
It isn’t the fact that you’re licked that counts, 
But how did you fight, and why? 


Eloquence.—Ye shall bring down my gray hairs 
with sorrow to the grave (v. 29). If I were compil- 
ing an encyclopedia of great speeches this fragment 
would go in. For it is only a fragment. When Daniel 
Webster made his great plea for Dartmouth College 
we are told that Chief Justice Marshall and all the 
lawyers and spectators were moved to tears. When 
you read the dry old speech you wonder why. But 
in reading Allan Benson’s Life of Webster I have 
found out. We have only the dry bones of that won- 
derful address. Webster cut out all the more intimate 
and sentimental stuff which he called “the nonsense.” 
All the gripping description of the tremendous sacri- 
fice of the old minister who founded and nursed the 
college through its starving days. All the warm flesh 
and pulsing blood of it, as it were, was crossed out 
as the speech went to the printer. When we read an 
address we should be slow to judge. We do not get 
the play of the delicate inflections, the sparkle of the 
eye, the fetching smile, or the sneer of scorn. We get 
nothing but just cold type. Right here comes in 
Rockefeller’s “secret” of success, “Don’t wrITE. Go.” 
(2 John 12.) The speech of Judah is one of the most 
impassioned pleas of which we have any record. What 
must it have been in its entirety! The whole attitude 
and bearing of the pleader must have been tremen- 
dous and electric. Pleading for the old father away 
back there in the Canaan home, the father whose head, 
heart, and hairs he was not much concerned about in 
a former time. The years had surely worked a change 
in Judah —and the rest of the brethren for that mat- 
ter. Years have a very nice way of doing this. That 
is why I keep saying, never despair of boy or man. 
Pray right on. From Jacobsons to Ridgways it has 
happened. Francis of Assisi, whose followers founded 
the string of missions here in California, and whose 
great city is named for San Francis, was a roisterer 
until something happened! So why be discouraged 
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with your boy. Keep praying. James 5:16, and see 
what the dictionary says about that word “fervent,” 
the synonyms; for example. 


Slavery.—Now therefore, I pray thee, let thy serv- 
ant abide instead of the lad a bondman to my lord 
(v. 33). Few realize the tremendous self-sacrifice 
of this great offer on the part of Judah until it is 
remembered that Judah was nothing else than the 
out-of-doors man, the man of the wide stretching and 
open plains. The man from babyhood as free as the 
birds and beasts that peopled the Canaan mountains. 
The sort of men who never can be enslaved — nor 
ever have been enslaved for long. The Swiss. The 
Bedouins. The Kurds. The Scotch. (Jer. 2:14.) That 
man is in the bondman or slave class whose life is 
nothing more than get-up-wash-breakfast-mill or office- 
lunch-more mill or office-supper-to bed-get up and all 
over again tomorrow. And oh, boy! what a big class 
of slaves it is! But the out-of-doors fellow, the cow- 
boy sort of fellow, the fellow of the cattle and the 
horses, the fellow of the fields and woods, the fellow 
of the flowers and fruits, well if you want to crush 
the bounding life out of him bring him from the wide 
open “Canaan” down into bond servant “Egypt.” That 
is to say, get him a job under cover and between 
walls, and see him slowly fade and dry up and become 
one of the proletariat. That is. why the “Egypt” has 
to get its brains from “Canaan” in these days. I just 
want you to realize a little of what Judah’s offer 
meant. Joseph knew. Had he not come up through 
Egyptian conditions and the crush of that life from 
prison to throne. He had been a bond servant him- 
self. “Bought with a price.” Is it any wonder this 
whole great dramatic scene was too much for Joseph, 
and there followed one of the greatest family reunions 
of which we have any account? What is the moral of 
the whole story? MHere’s one, “When a man’s ways 
please the Lord, he maketh even his enemies to be at 
peace with him” (Prov. 16:7). And once again 


this old one, Wait until tomorrow 


And thy present sorrow 
Will lie down and rest. 


And we might add Hebrews 13:1 and rt John 4:7. 
And you can add many more “morals.”

Can 
we really know after all these years what 
these two people are saying? Yes, be- 
cause God wrote it down for us. Is not ° 
the Bible a wonderful Book telling us

These two men are really two brothers, 
but both of them do not know it. How 
different are their positions! One is 
a ruler, and the other is pleading for 
mercy. Both are sons of Jacob. Which 
ones are they? Joseph and one of his 
older brothers, Judah. (Sketch the story 
now in your own words.) 

You see, Judah had made a promise to 
his old father, and promises are—or 
should be—sacred things. With some 
people — it’s awfully sad to have to say 
it—their promises are like pie crust, 
only made to be broken. (Stress here 
how careful we should be about making 
a promise at all.) 

Judah offered himself to be a slave: in 
Egypt, so that he might keep his promise 
to his father. What must Benjamin have 
thought of his brother when he heard 
what he said to Joseph. How he would 
love him! No one can do more for 
another person than Judah did, for he 
offered his life instead of Benjamin’s. 
“Greater love hath no man than. this, 
that a man lay down his life for his 
friends.” 

Yes, but can you think of some one 
else who laid down his life for his en- 
emies? (Stress here what a Greater than 
Judah did for each one of us, bringing 
out that our natural selves are at enmity 
with God.) 

The Lord Jesus is called by the same 
name as this true brother, for he is 
called “the Lion of the tribe of Juda.” 
Do you know this chorus? 


The Lion of Judah 
Shall break every chain, 
And give us the victory 
Again and again. 
That means that the Lord Jesus is able 
to break all our sinful habits which are 
like chains around us. Perhaps you are 
very untidy; that is one of your chains, 
Or perhaps you do not find it easy to be 
truthful; that is another very dreadful 
chain.

opportunity for you to offer yourself for 
another in the way Judah did; but there 
are many other ways for you to be Christ- 
like in the helping of those who are 
the -prisoners of misfortune or of their 
own mistakes. 

A letter came in the mail today from 
an unknown friend in Brooklyn whom I 
think I will call Judah, because in a very 
real sense, he is sharing himself as far 
as he can to relieve the loneliness of 
prisoners and point them to a. better life; 
and it may be of special interest to you 
fellows, because he is using “Say, Fel- 
lows” (the book by that name) as a 
means to do it. He visits the boys in 
reformatories and leaves the .book with 


one in. Massachusetts, and another in 
Connecticut are on his visiting list. He 
says the boys are glad to have the stories 
to réad because they are confined much 
of the time in cells and are lonely — 
“boys that should be playing baseball and 
football on their high school teams,” or 
engaged in some wholesome work, or 
getting their education. Many thousands 
of unfortunate boys like that are in our 
country today; some of them not far 
from you; if not in a reformatory, they 
are otherwise bound by the circumstances 
of their misspent lives. They. may. have 
another chance if you fellows are willing 
to get interested in them and “share” 
yourselves with them for that purpose, 
Judah said to Joseph: “Let me take 


Benjamin’s- place, so he may return to his } 


father.” It would cost Judah something 
to do that. He had his own. interests 
to look after; he loved his home; he had 
no desire to remain.in a foreign -land; 
but he waived all that aside and offered 
to be a substitute. That is why Judah in 
that act is called Christlike. 

Now, fellows, you do not have to go 
to reformatories and offer to take the 
places of the prisoners in their cells. 
Of course not. But there are many ways 
that you can share yourselves to help a 
fellow who is not so fortunate as you. 
You will find a peculiar satisfaction in 
that. Try it. 

Judah was in the human line of the 
progenitors of Jesus Christ. (See Matt. 
i:2 and Luke 3:33, 34.) It seems fit- 
ting that he should. have been the. one 
among Jacob’s sons to play the role of 
“substitute”. for a. defenseless brother. 
Jesus is called “The Lion of the tribe 
of Juda” (see Gen. 49:9, 10 and Rev. 
5:5). It was all in God’s great plan. 
How wonderful to see. it. working out 
with inevitable accuracy down the steps 
of history and of time. Fellows, don’t 
ever let anybody take your Old Testament 
away from you! 

And Jesus said: “As my Father hath 
sent me, even so send I you” (John 20: 
21). And again he said, “Whosoever will 
save [hoard] his life shall lose it: but

No. 11. “Am I my brother’s keeper ?”’ 
My responsibility for his (1) physical 
well-being; (2) his social ideals; (3) his 
habits and attitudes; (4) his happiness; 

(s) his spiritual welfare. 











N OLD, old question this—as old 

as those first human brothers, Cain 
and Abel — but one needing a fresh an- 
swering with every new generation. This 
coming generation of young Americans 
surely need to learn all over again that 
God does hold us each responsible for the 
other, especially for that one who is a 
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born brother, or sister. Family ties are 
all too loosely held by so many these | 
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last twenty-five years that we who are 
teaching the Bible may rejoice in our 
opportunity through this lesson from 
Genesis. 

True, Judah was concerned only for 
the physical safety of his young brother, 
but his attitude and conduct indicate that 
he would have gone very far to assure 
that at least, so his pleading for Ben- 
jamin gives us a starting point for our 
discussion this week. He had traveled a 
long way from that day when he insti- 
gated the cruel sale of that other young 
brother, and participated in the silent lie 
by which he and his brothers accounted 
for Joseph’s absence to his grieving father 
(Gen. 37: 18-36). Perhaps it was his 
accusing conscience during all these years 
that compelled Judah to do his utmost to 
prevent another such scene with his old 
father by bringing “the lad” safe home with 
him, or by sending Benjamin while he re- 
mained a prisoner in his “little” brother’s 
stead. (How “human” it would have 
been for Joseph to have asked Judah 
when and why his heart had grown so 
tender toward his younger brothers, and 
so pitiful toward his aged father! That 
he resisted such bitter sarcasm surely 
proves Joseph’s to have been a truly mag- 
nanimous soul, for he could have fright- 
ened and cowed Judah with a very few 
words that day, only too justly deserved.) 

After you have aroused your girls’ in- 
terest by sketching this vivid old story 
which shows Judah to have been at that 
time sincerely concerned for his brother, 
and Joseph to have been a genuinely lov- 
ing and forgiving one, pass on to the 
general question, as outlined above, In 
what ways are we each responsible for 
our brothers, or sisters— those younger 
members of our family groups with whom 
we live and who know us so well? Per- 
haps we should first make sure that we 
add to their happiness (though that is 
listed fourth above), that they love us 
and enjoy our company and look to us 
for ready understanding, having been so 
lately along that way ourselves. Brother 
love is none too plentiful in many families, 
and is such a blessed and beautiful thing 
where it does prove itself genuine. 

But you can help your girls by talking 
over with them the several ways in which 
they can concern themselves about the 
happiness of these home folks of theirs. 
There are countless things older sisters 
can do for the physical well-being of 
younger ones; many definite habits and 
attitudes toward life they can help es- 
tablish by their silent example; tremen- 
dous influence in the making of social 
ideals high or low. Who does not see 
such responsibility being either used or 
shirked, either a blessing or a curse, in 
many a family around them? 

And if your girls are Christians their 
highest responsibility toward their 
brothers and sisters is in matters of their 
personal faith, What an admired and 
loved sister believes the younger one will 
almost surely want for her own faith, 
especially if that faith is producing win- 
some womanhood with that charm that 
only the indwelling Christ can impart. 
It does not take many words to win a 
little brother or sister to accept the Christ 
the older sister really loves when her life 
shines with his radiance. What a beau- 
tiful stewardship sisterhood offers!

They 
had seen him do many kind things, They 
had seen him lay his wonderful, life- 
giving hands on little twisted limbs and 
make them straight. 

“They had seen him touch eyes that 
were sightless, and lo, they opened.

So of course they Wanted 
him to bless their children, 

“But today the Master had been talk- 
ing to fathers and older brothers. They 
wanted so much to hear him, for never 
did anyone speak as he did.

How much leisure time have we? 

What do we do uselessly in our leisure 
time? 

How may we profitably apportion our time? 


OME one has defined leisure time as 

“empty time.” But perhaps we might 
define it more accurately as “time that 
we have the privilege of filling.” On 
first thought, we may say that we have 
very little leisure time. Yet in this day 
and generation there are few of us of 
which this may be truthfully said. There 
are certain hours that we must give to 
school or to work. We require a certain 
number of hours for sleep each day. And 
most of us have obligations in and about 
the home that require a part of our time. 
But if we will figure up the number of 
hours each day over which we have abso- 
lute control perhaps we will be surprised 
at the amount. _ 

We need to remember that many of 
the engagements that we make must be 
included in our leisure time. Our hobbies 
must be counted as leisure, although they 
may involve real work. There is a cer- 
tain amount of other work that must be 
included also as part of our leisure time, 
— things that we choose to do because we 
want to, or to help some one else. ° If 
such work is not absolutely necessary, we 
have the privilege of saying whether or 
not we shall do it. 

If you are to lead your young people’s 
meeting on this topic, why not ask the 
members of your society, the week before, 
to come prepared on the night you lead 
to tell how much time they must honestly 
put under the head of leisure, each day? 


Having determined approximately how 
much leisure time each of us has, let us 
think of how we fill it. It has been truth- 
fully said, that what we do with our leis- 
ure time is an excellent barometer of 
character. If we spend our leisure time 
in idleness or waste it, it is a sure sign 
oF weakness, or lack of healthy charac- 
er. 

But how are we to determine whether 
our leisure time is wasted or not? Per- 
haps we may test the things that we do 
in our leisure time somewhat as follows. 
Does this thing build up and strengthen 
my spiritual nature or does it weaken it? 
Does it really help some one else? Does 
it contribute to my mental development, 
or does it dissipate my mental powers? 
Does it contribute to my bodily health 
and strength in the final analysis, or does 
it weaken or injure? 

Certainly anything that answers nega- 
tively all these questions represents a 
harmful and wasteful use of our leisure 
time. However, we must further dis- 
criminate between many things that. might 
not truly be considered harmful either 
spiritually, mentally, or physically. They 
may even answer positively to one or 
more of these questions and yet be harm- 
ful. There must be a proper balance 
struck, so that no one of these sides of 





our nature suffers unduly. For instance, 
the reading of good books unquestionably 
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Lesson for June 12 


may justly claim a part of our leisure 
time. But if we carry our reading to 
excess and to the neglect of our spiritual 
life, even good reading may be a harmful 
use of leisure. On the other hand, we 
may also carry reading to the point of 
neglect of physical exercise, and thus 
actually waste our leisure time. 

Likewise, healthful exercise is a neces- 
sary and worth while use of a part of our 
leisure time. But, for instance, it is pos- 
sible to carry our love for tennis or 
baseball to such an extreme that our men- 
tal development may be handicapped, or 
our spiritual life may suffer.

Of the three sides of our nature, cer- 
tainly the spiritual demands our first con- 
sideration. Health and physique and 
mental equipment are worthless if our 
spiritual nature is dead or dwarfed. We 
need to make sure that our leisure time 
provides opportunities for the reading of 
God’s Word, for meditation, for prayer, 
and for Bible study. Perhaps few of us 
need to be cautioned against carrying 
these things to excess. Yet some have 
been known to do this very thing, and 
thus injure, either temporarily, or per- 
manently their service for God. God does 
not call us to asceticism, but to surrender. 

Helping others certainly is a legitimate 
use of leisure. Yet here again, when it 
is done at the cost of our spiritual de- 
velopment or physical health, we defeat 
the good we would do and hinder further 
usefulness. 

God asks us to present to him our every 
faculty, our mental powers, our physical 
powers and our spiritual life. He is will- 
ing to show us how we may give our 
leisure time to the development of each 
of these sides of our nature, and strike 
the balance that is pleasing to him and 
will enable him to use us most effectively. 
How often do you definitely ask God to 
guide you into his perfect will for your 
leisure, and show you how to divide it 
rightly among the many demands made 
upon it?

Walking Ten Miles to 
Recite Scripture 


NE day in the winter of 1930-31 
a little girl twelve years old walked 
into one of the most northerly post of- 
fices in Saskatchewan, Canada. She had 
learned to read and write before coming 
to the district, but four younger brothers 
and sisters had not that advantage, for 
there was no day school there, and like- 
wise no church or Sunday-school, A 
brother of the postmistress who was there 
at the time said to the little girl, “Have 
you heard of the Bible memory contest 
conducted by the Canadian Sunday 
School Mission?” .Then he explained to 
her that if she would learn five hundred 
Bible verses she could go to one of the 
finer summer camps of the Mission. 
And in a recent report of the Canadian 
Sunday School Mission the story con- 
tinues : 


“After sending for the Gospel of John, 
she could hardly wait until it arrived and 
the memorizing could begin. All winter 
she walked every two weeks to say her 
verses to the kindly postmistress, until 
the five hundred were recited. With the 
advent of summer (and camp) a difficulty 
arose. Her parents were very poor, the 
father being almost blind, and only get- 
ting an occasional day’s work. To go 
to camp took money, and in the home 
there was not enough for the bare neces- 
sities of life, let alone such a luxury as 
a trip. (While the eight days at camp 
are free, the contestants are expected to 
pay their way there.) The little girl 
wrote in to the Mission asking if a motor 
could come for her to the nearest town, 
and she would walk there to meet it. 
That nearest town was thirty miles away ! 
However, this was not required of her, 
and a motor was able to make its way 
through the trail in the bush to within 
a couple of miles of the home. What 
the camp meant to her, materially and 
spiritually, is told in her own words in 
one of her letters: 


I just had to tell you .what a lovely 
time I had at camp. -In all my life I 
never enjoyed myself as I did -there. 
And I was saved. I walked ten miles, 
round trip, last winter to say my verses, 
but it was worth it. hope to go again 
next summer, and take my little sister 
with me. She has never beeti to school, 
but I’ll learn her the verses. 


“Her mother testifies that she is very 
different since she accepted Christ at 
camp. In later letters she speaks of her 
longing to go to Bible school and become 
a missionary to China. She is not wait- 
ing until then, however, to do mission 
work, but has gathered her brothers and 
sisters, and a family of cousins, into a 
Sunday-school which is the only one 
within twenty miles.” 

This is only one example of the kind 
of work that the Canadian Sunday School 
Mission is doing. Last summer seventy- 
six summer Bible Schools were held, each 
running for two weeks, giving the chil- 
dren in that time thirty hours of. Bible 
teaching. 

Other interesting facts in the 1931 sum- 
mer report are as follows: 


“Eighty missionaries with a real bur- 
den for lost souls, especially for those 
with no other chance to hear the Gospel, 
have gone forth for one to five months, 
by auto, train, horse and buggy, horse- 
back, bicycle, and on foot with the ob- 
jectives: (1) To reach the most needy 
districts of all Western Canada.
